Richland Center, Wis. — &?>— Dep- 


uty Coroner R. C. Hoskins. Rich- 
land county, said yesterday a six- 
man coroner's jury decided Orla 
Shaw died of natural causes aggra- 
vated by small injections of poi- 
son in some unknown manner tak- 
en prior to his coming to Richland 
Center. 


Shaw, uncle of 15-year-old Har- 


old Best who Sheriff Oliver White, 
Crawford county, said confessed to 
the slaying ot his sister. Mildred, 
11. died in a Richland Center hos- 
pital two weeks after Mildred was 
found dead in bed in the Shaw 
home in Soldiers Grove. 


The jury deliberated for a little 


more than an hour after hearing 
testimony for almost eight hours 
yesterday. Shsw's widow. Mrs. Lil- 
lian Shaw. Leon Shaw, a brother, 
and Ernest Shaw, the father, as 
'well as neighbors of the Shaws tes- 
tified Shaw had been in ill health 
for some time. 


Hoskins said the testimony of 


Drs. S. B. Pessin, Harold Marsh. C. 
H. Buntin • and Frank L. Kozelka. 
all of Mao.^on, indicated that the 
poison might have hastened Shaw's 
death, but that Sha\v would have 
died had none entered his body. 


The inquest was ordered after a 


post-mortem examination disclos- 
ed traces of poison in Shaw's body. 
Previous to the inquest. Harold 
Best declared Shaw had treated 
boils with a remedy containing poi- 
se n. 


Harold has been held in custody 


of Sheriff Oliver White since June 
5, the day after Mildred's death.

Jardine Favors IL S, Purchase of 


50 Million Bushels of Potatoes 


Waupact—In a letter to H. B. 


Tabb, executive secretary of the 
National Potato association, J. F. 
Jardine, president of that organ- 
ization expressed his ideas with ref- 
erence to the plan that the federal 
administration has in mind regard- 
ing the 1937 potato crop which is 
nearly 50,000,000 bushels too large 
for satisfactory prices to growers. 


"If this 50,000,000 bushels are pur- 


chased by the government and not 
used for human consumption, and 
purchased on a basis of 50 cents per 
cwt., or 30 cents a bushel, it would 
only cost $15,000.000. which would 
be a relatively small amount com- 
pared with the total 
value," he 


wrote. 
"No plan of governmenl 


buying will do much good if the 
potatoes still go into human con- 
sumption. . . . . . If a certain per- 
centage of the supply is taken out 
of human consumption, there would 
have to be some concrete evidence 
of its being taken out and in addi- 
tion those taken out should be used 
for some useful purpose if possible. 
About the only by-products of po- 
tatoes that would not deteriorate 
would be starch and' alcohol. 


"The transportation of pototoes 


to centralized starch 
or alcohol 


plants would 
be too 
expensive. 


About the only other use for pota- 
toes in their present form would be 
stock food and fertilizer, neither of 
which would have any great value. 
Three hundred bushels of potatoes 
would probably have an approxi- 
mate value of $5 as a 
fertilizer 


which would not permit to very 
much transportation. 


"One of the big advantages of 


.aking 50,000,000 bushels out of sup- 
sly for human consumption would 
be the raising of the standard of the 
other 350,000,000 bushels to a very 
high degree. 


"Working out the 
mechanics of 


eliminating these 50.000,000 bushels 
would be the real problem." 


"In order to eliminate waste of ef- 


fort all or certain warehouses could 
be licensed to certify to the destruc-

here and the 700,000 or more gov- 
ernment employes throughout the 
country. 


Doctors have long suspected that 


the New Deal would seek to intro- 
duce "socialized medicine," but as- 
surances to the contrary have come 
as usual from time to time from 
high quarters. 
The importance of 


the new experiment will be mini- 
mized in official quarters so as to 
discourage opposition and the plan 
will be compared to various group 
health plans in private 
industry. 


But the new organization,' never- 
theless, is so directly in line with 
what has been urged by persons 
inside the administration who see 
the job possibilities and patronage 
potentialities of a medical bureau- 
cracy in the government. The latest 
step, therefore, 
may be taken to 


mean that the campaign for "social- 
ized medicine" has begun. 


Many Objections 


The objections 
to this form of 


medical care are numerous and the 
best testimony is that which comes 
from experts who have studied the 
health insurance systems abroad. 


Thus, Sir E. Farquhar 
Buzzard, 


president of the British Medical as- 
sociation, said recently in a public 
address: 


"The chief flaw in a badly orgafl>- 


ized service, such as that which has 
evolved in this country during the 
last century, is lack of time, and 
both the general practitioner and 
the consultant, in order to earn a 
living wage, are frequently obliged 
to undertake far more work than 
they can deal with efficiently in the 
hours at their disposal." 


Regarding Germany, Dr. Paul G. 


Frank, another 
authority, says: 


"For "almost thirty years, I have 
worked as a German panel doctor 
under the conditions of compulsory 
health insurance, 
and for 
many 


years I was a member of the phy- 
sicians committee. During this pe- 
riod I witnessed a deterioration of 
the medical 
profession. It came 


about by the removal of the sanc- 
tions of preferment by skill and the 
substitution .of preferment 
to con- j 
venience." 
; The same line of reasoning is ex- 
pressed by Dr. William J. Mayo of 
the Mayor Brothers clinic in Min- 
nesota, who ^rote recently: 


"We of the medical profession are 


determined that we will not be sub-

jectcd to political interference. We 
will not 
sacrifice 
the 
spiritual 


values of our 
profession for the 


small material gain held out to us 
by political and social experiment- 
ers who arc attempting now to con- 
trol the practice of medicine. We 
refuse to bo dictated to by men who 
are not physicians, who do not un- 
derstand the sacred obligation of 
physicians and their patents." 


The way "socialized 
medicine" 


would develop would be to discour- 
age younger men from going into 
the medjcal profession and take 
away from those who have built 
up a practice many of the patients 
who ordinarily come to them. 


It is true a large number of doc- 


tors would have to be employed by 
the government 
in any national 


scheme of "socialized 
medicine," 


but the selection 
of these -doctors 


by a political spoils system would 
only be a worse step than the ap- 
plication for government jobs of 
doctors not good enough to bui.'d 
for themselves a firm reputation 
and adequate practice in their own 
communities. If, for 
instance, all 


government employes in Washing- 
ton were to be cared for medically 
under some sort of group plan run 
by the government, why 
should 


any, good doctors stay here? Why 
should any new ones come here 
from the best medical 
schools to 


replace those who are 
retiring? 


Immediately there would be a de- 
struction of incentive and a break- 
down in the quality of medical care 
available to the 
people of 
this 


whole community. 


Proposed Payments 


The new plan to be put into effect 


next month by "the Group Health 
association" among the Home Own- 
ers Loan corporation employes calls 
for payments of $3.30 a month for 
men with families 
and 
$2.20 
a 


month for single persons. 


"The service," it is promised by 


one of the officials in charge, 'will 
include medical and surgical ex- 
aminations, including examination 
in special departments, such as eye 
examinations, laboratory tests and 
X-ray examinations. 
In each case, 


complete medical and surgical care 
will be given. 


"Hospitalization is to be given "in 


a semi-private room for a period of 
three weeks during a single illness, 
without additional charge."

The whole experiment, however, 


beginning now on a small scale, 
dovetails with reports current last 
November that the social security 
board was studying the possibility 
of adding a national health insur- 
ance project as a part of its pro- 
gram. Comprehensive health insur- 
ance, of course, would be borne by 
the taxpayers and it is estimated as 
likely to cost 5 per cent of pay 
rolls.

Burden Too Heavy 


The New Dealers are seeking to 


pattern their plans on projects in 
foreign countries,

American physicians, like Dr. Floyd 
S. Winslow, president of the Medi- 
cal Society of the State of New 
York, says of the experiences of 
the Europeans: 


"Many physicians are required to 


see forty to sixty patients a day- 
some average 100. This is far too 
many. Why do not British doctors 
complain? It should be remember- 
ed that health insurance has ex- 
isted as a part of the government 
in England since 191 I.British physi- 
cians who see its great defects are 
'cagey' in their public statements 
derogatory of a system in which so 
many physicians and bureaucrats 
are dependent." 


Dr. Winslow also quotes Dr. Jac- 


ob L. Moreno, who is an authority 
on the Austrian experience, as say- 
ing: 


"No physician is capable of prop- 


erly "treating the large number of 
patients sent him under sickness 
insurance. He is forced to evolve 
some mass production plan of oper- 
ating his 
office to 
run 
people 


through his mill as fast as possiole. 
The 'rush* system of handling pa- 
tients is inevitable. When the tech- 
nique of getting them in and out 
fast is perfected, the doctor begins 
to lose that intangible something 
which is vital to both himself and 
his patients—his morale.

The people of this country were con- 


siderably surprised a short time ago when 
the press flashed news of the kidnaping 
of a Chicago child which seemed at first 
blush to have been planned and executed 
according to the standards that were com- 
mon but a few years ago.

child was not kidnaped for ransom but 
by its own mother which forces its classi- 
fication as a rather ordinary and permis- 
sible dispute attended by extraordinary 
circumstances. 


But the flash of that news should 


shock us into a confident realization of 


effective the government can become 


researchers. Test-flying is routine. The 
emphasis is on air safety. 


The stunt flier must take desperate 


chances nowadays if he is to make a sue- 
ccssful bid for the publicity on which h« 
thrives. The stunt flight'that ends tragic- 
ally is the one that is most likely to 
"make" the headlines. 


Aviation cannot use too many tragic 


denouements of greatly-publicized stunt 
flights. 


The important builders of planes and 


the business men who manage the airlines 
that make flying a travel common-place 
arc seeking, always, to make flying safer. 
They produce records of great distances 
flown without accident that stir only mild 
interest. They read columns of newsprint 
that describe, too frequently, the unhappy 
climaxes of flights whose obvious purpose 
is to build fame for individuals. And they 
know that air tragedies are reflected in 
lessened public confidence in all aviation. 


A taste of fame sharpens an appetite. 


It is not likely that it will be possible to 
"ground" permanently men and women 
who have made air history on many a haz- 
ardous flight and who have known their 
brief hours of fame. They would be less 
than human if they did not continue to try 
to recapture the thrill of those hours. 


But if they could be convinced that 


their strivings for new fame retard avia- 
tion progress whenever they end disas- 
trously the cause of aviation might be 
advanced.

VITAMIN D AND RESPIRATORY 


INFECTION 


Formerly we thought vitamin A 


was the "anti-infective" vitamin or 
at any rate most essential for the 
prevention of so-called "colds," in- 
fluenza or grip, sinusitis and other 
respiratory infections. This assump- 
tion is now questioned and, from 
all I can learn about the practical 
use of vitamins (not animal experi- 
ments but human experience) there 
is no good evidence to suppot the 
idea. The evidence seems to show 
rather that vitamin D. not vitamin 
A, aids in 
building immunity 


against respiratory infection. This 
conclusion is based not only on hu- 
man experience but also on animal 
experimentation. 


In one experiment (out of many 


on record, references to which I am 
glad to give physicians on request) 
a group of rats well fed except for 
lack of vitamin D were given in- 
jections of rat typhoid germs and 
63 per cent of the rats succumbed. 
A control group of rats fed a small- 
er diet but adequate vitamin D, 
were given the same rat typhoid in- 
jections. and only 27 per cent of 
these succumbed. 


A great many persons who have 


adopted the habit of supplement- 
ing their ordinary diet with irradi; 
ated yeast tablets, which are rich in 
vitamin D (produced in the yeast 
by irradiating with certain wave- 
lengths of ultraviolet light) have 
noticed and reported an increased 
immunity and a decreased 
fre- 


quency of "colds" (to thce. cri to 
me). 


Vitamin D is apparently a de- 


fense against pneumonia in chil- 
dren afflicted with whooping cough.

Garden Tasks Can be 


Done Better in Autumn 


Than in 
Spring

Only the best gardeners do fal 


planting, not more than a third o: 
all. This in spite of the fact that a 
great many tasks can better be per 
formed then than in the busy 
spring. 


Perriaps what is lacking is spring 


fever, the enthusiasm apparently 
engendered by 'the first warm days 
upon spirits thoroughly fed up with 
winter. Fall planting is the result 
of sober planning, rather than con 
tagious enthusiasm. It takes real Im- 
agination to see in the drab brown 
tulip bulbs, the brilliant colors of 
a May 'garden border. But only 
.those who posses this vision, can 
enjoy tulips. 


Fall work' may be divided into 


two classes^-things. which can be 
done only In the fall .and things 
which may be done now or next 
spring. In the former class come the 
planting of hardy bulbs and peonies. 
In the latter class are lawn-making. 
the planting of trees, shrubs and 
perennials, and the sowing of some 
flower seeds. 


Many of the operations which are 


optional in the fall should be done 
then rather than in the spring, be- 
cause 
the" fall 
has 
advantages. 


Lawns are better made in the fall: 
irises, do better when planted then. 
Hardy shrubs as a rule will grow 
grow much better next year if they 
have spent the winter in your gar- 
den rather 'than fn a storage shed, 
as many nursery 'shrubs must do. 
Trees get a better start with fall 
planting, with a few exceptions. 
And in general, any work which 
can be done in the fall equally as 
well as in the spring should be done 
now because soring has its own 
tasks which will take all the time 
one has. and it is well to relieve the 
spring rush wherever possible. 


Hardy blubs which must be plant- 


ed in the fall include tulips, narcissi. 
hyacinths, 
chionodoxas. 
crocuses. 


erythroniums. 
fritillerias. 
ixias. 


oxalis. muscari, scillas. snowdrops. 
snowilakes 
and 
bulbous 
irises. 


Hardy liiies may be planted in the 
fall. or. if cold storage bulbs are 
obtained, in the spring. Tulips are 
planted in greatest numbers, and 
the first- shipments arrive in this 
country soon after September 1 from 
Holland.

hopes and desires, trials, hardship; 
and tribulations as well as their 
success or failures."

The Doty Cabin, is significant o 


the history of Wisconsin and Nee 
nah. Carved from natural oak it is 
a direct link between the presen 
and the not too distant past, and 
its solid logs sem to prophesize th 
success of the state, he said. 


"For national memorials we have 


the Washington home and the Lee 
estate, but these establishments do 
not fit the pioneer period of Wis- 
consin as d.oes the Doty cabin," he 
stated. 


3,200 Visitors 


Open to the public since June 


14 more than 3,200 persons have in- 
spected the historical structure, ac- 
cording to Mr. Leamen. He said 
an attempt is being made to es- 
tablish the home as it was when 
Doty lived in it by completely fur- 
nishing the house with furniture of 
that period. 


"Governor Doty was born in Sa- 


lem, Washington county, N. Y., on 
Nov. 5, 1799," Mr. Leamen informed 
the Rotarians. "He had no wealth 
and no formal education but was 
a great reader. The pioneer was a 
friend to the whites as well as the 
reds. 


"In 1818 he moved to Detroit 


where he studied law and served 
on the Territorial council and was 
clerk of courts under Lewis Cass, 
Michigan governor. At the age of 
22 years he started to practice law 
before the 
Washington 
Supreme 


court. He married Sarah Collins in 
1823. She was from New Hartford, 
N. Y." ' 


Three Children 


Mrs. Doty gave birth 
r.o three 


children, two sons and a daughter. 
Charles is said to havc been the 
first white child born in Wiscon- 
sin. He lived in Menasha and lat- 
er moved to Illinois. James drown- 
ed while on a Washington territori- 
al expedition, and Mary married 
and lived in Oshkosh. 


The governor was 
appointed 


judge of the territory west of Lake 
Michigan by President Monroe in 
1823 and in 1838 he represented 
Wisconsin in congress. He was ap- 
pointed governor in 1841. It was 
during his administration that ac- 
tion started to make Wisconsin a 
state. 


In 1861 Lincoln appointed Doty 


superintendent 
of Indian 
affairs 


and four years later was appointed 
governor of Utah which office he 
held until his death June 13. 


At one time Doty purchased 100 


acres of land on the east end of 
Doty island for S6 an acre.
